Neutron's Existence 
Discussed Yesterday 

Meeting of Physics Journal 
Club Held in Physics 
Buildii^ 

At the meeting of the Journal Club 
which'took place ta the Physics BuUd- 
tag yesterday afternoon, the evidence 
for the existence of the Neutron, and 
its properties, were reviewed by Dr. 
F. R. Terroux. 

The experiments of- Bottre, I. Currle 
and of Webster showed that when 
béryllium was bombarded by alpha 
particles from polonium, a very pens- 
trattag radiaticm was emitted. It was 
assumed tbat'thls was'^a form of gam- 
ma radiation;- and when- later experi- 
ments showed -that it had the power 
to" eject protons • (hydrogen • nuclei) 
from parrafin wax, this effect was at- 
tributed to Compton' -recoil seattei^g 
of the .radiation. ' • ' • ^ 

Chadwlck at Cambridge' studiecjt the 
effepts of the radiation 'bti nitrogen 
nuclei; as well as oa protons and foimd 
that if ,the laws . of. conservation were 
to hold, .'the assuinption ot°a quahtnini 
radiation was completely untenable. 
In order t<) account. for ..tho fàcts, 
Chadwlck suggested . that . the pene- 
trating radiation from beryllium (and 
from boron) consisted, of an-.cntirely 
new typo of corpusçie^the;:Neatràn. 

T}je neutron was 'àî8umcd ito/bo an 
unchanged whose j,^bs5^ 

of.thçtsatpe (>nler as.Ûu^ dr':a'proton( 
ejected : from ' the ^beyylilum nuclius, 
with , a Vj^oeily ' or.on'é tenth that of 
light. Chadwlck conclusively proved 
that such a particle could account for 
all the observed eftects of . the heryllltun 
radiation. ■'

Arrive at Bonaventuré Station at 5.47 Yesterday Afternoon 
— Canadian Universities Haven't the Prestige of 
Age ^— Prevalence' of Hazing Deplored Fresh- 
men Accorded Friendly Treatment in Scotland — 
Generous Hospitality Praised — — Interest in- Mont- 
real as Metropolis Expressed. 

AS THEY stepped into the concourse of Bonaventure .Station, 
yester<Jay afternoon at 8.47, the two members of .the British 

debating team were easily recognized. They botli appeared quite 
cliaracteristic types of their re.spective national extraction. Hector 
McNeii loolîed unmistalceabiy Scottish, short, sandy-liaired, with 
alei't, sharply cut features. It was he, in his characteristic fore- 
sight, who was the first to think of looking after the baggage. 
Ivor Jones, though of the same height as McNeil, presented an 
entirely different aspect. Slightly more robust in build tban his 
companion, he was dark complexioned, looking like a typical 
Welshman, as his name most certainly suggests. 
Imfjrcsstons 
When asked what impressions he 
iiad gained concerning Canadian Uni- 
versities, during his month-long tour 
of Eastern Canada, Mr. Jones replied: 
"One thing made Itself clear to me. 
They haven't the prestige of age." He 
went on to say that he found that the 
long-standing traditions, so peculiar to 
British institutions of higher learning, 
seemed to be ahnost totelly lacking on 
this side of the water. However, the 
students in general, and the debaters 
encountered, in particular, showed a 
high and graUfytag degree of intelli- 
gence. 

He did not seem to approve of haz- 

tag, which he found prevalent In the 
eastern Universities. "It's very silly," 
he said, "to plaster freshmen with 
tomatoes, arid make life generally nils- 
erable for them," referring to the Dal- 
housie incident, wliich had occurred 
just prior to their appearance at that 
Institution. Heotor McNeil expressed 
his concurrence ■ with .this •: View, . stat- 
ing that in Scotland" ii;. most Triôhdîy 
interest was taken in first year' men, 
every effort being made to assist them 
In adapttag themselves to their now 
surroundings. .Both men evinced great 
satisf acUon wiiien ' Infortned' 'ihat the 
medieval practice of haztag was a 
thing çf the past at McGill.

Dr. Lloyd C. Douglas Will 
Speak on "Experiments 
in Writing"

Won Considerable Repute 
by Appearance of "The 
.lyiagnificent Obsession". 

. The author, of "The Magnificent 
Obsession," Dr. Lloyd C DouEflas, a 
Montrealer, will address McOiU stu- 
dents next Thursday afternoon, when 
the English Literature Society holds 
its first meeting .'oti.'the season. His 
subject will be "Espcriments in. Writ- 
ing." The members/of the society, 
and any others who xdss be interested, 
will meet in the Unitn OriU Room at 
four o'clock. • 

Dr. Douglas, who Is Incumbent of St. 
James United Church,:had already won 
considerable repute as an essayist be- 
fore the appearance of his well-known 
novel, "The Magnificent Obsession." 
This latter work is now uhdergobtg its 
seventeenth Impression in the United 
States, Its fourth in Canada, and bas 
run to several editions in England; 
A new book by Dr. Douglas 'Forgive 
Us Our Trespasses," will appear short- 
ly, In Canada and the U.SJi. contem- 
poraneously. A London edition will be 
brought out In December, and in Stock- 
holm a little later.

North Carolina Authorities Insist That Educationalists Be 
Total Abstainers — Superintendents. Of Schools Give 
Diverging Opinions , ;

N. C, — Teachers ' go- 
ing into certain districts of the! state 
will be wse .to abstain from drinking 
smoking, dancing and card-playing if 
they wish to hold theh: positions. This 
hiformation is tho result of , Inquh? 
blanks sent to 195 supertatendents of 
county and special charter school sys- 
tems by George- Howard, professor In 
the University of North Carolina edu- 
cation school ' and J. S. Fleming, sup- 
erintendent of ^Warsaw- schools. Their 
findings have been compiled and pub- 
lished as an article, "Administrative 
Practices Applying to the Selection of 
Teachers In' North Carolhia Public 
Schools," appiearing in the October Is- 
sue of The High School Journal. 

The facts secured pertained to edu- 
cational requirements, experience re- 
quirements, employment of married as 
teachers, hoiiie talent, age of teachers 
church mémBërship, the advisability of 
employing teàchers; who dance, smokr 
or play cardâi-and the form of appli- 
cation, ii . , 
, 'Varied Regulations . 

The article reveals a wide diver- 
gence of opiriion on these points. Howr 
ever, the majority of the answers 
showed that,ja . liberal attitude was 
directed . toward " the teachers. Most of 
the systems will ' employ married ^wo- 
men as new teachers. Local residents 
are preferred in a large number -of 
county systems, but are not so. favored 
to the special charter division. 
' Only a small percentage of schools 
have any maximum age requirement 
for new teaçhers. Church membership 



of instructors , . not considered In 
many systems, wtîilé a slight number 
forbid dancing. Few maintain rules 
prohibiting smoking or card-playing. 

Replies to the questionnaire funilsh 
ample evidence of the varying limita 
tions ' placed upon members of the 
public school faculties. The subject of 
marriage ^ brought from one superin- 
tendent the statement, "Quallllca 
tlons being equal, probably It would be 
expedient to select as new teachers 
those who are unmarried." In the 
teacher's contract of one of the lead- 
ing cities of the state is written: 
"Your marriage . will automatically 
cancel the provisions of this contract." 

Suiierintendents' Views 
One superintendent' reported that In 
the selection - and employment of 
teachers, neither place of residence 
nor need for employment was to him 
a deciding factor. : 

Nine per cent cf county and twenty- 
five per cent of the special charter 
schools have a riile or policy against 
the employment of Catholics. 

'"I prbmise to abstain from all 
dancing and from any otl)er conduct 
unbecoming" a lady orfiteacher", read 
one cofitract filed. in a small' town on 
on the seacoast On the other hand, 
a county superintendent announced 
that he would. ; prefer to have his' 
daughter taught by a teacher who

Coming Architects 
Study New Chapel 

Building Features Double 
Cantilevering About 
Concrete Cohimns 



PRIDEAUX IN CHARGE 



Second year students in Architec- 
ture, accompanied by Mr. Prideaux of 
the department, paid a visit to tho 
New Chapel at Loyola College on Sat7 
urday morning. As arranged by Pra« 
fessor Philip J. Tiimer, the students 
were met by Henri S. Labelle, the ar> 
cbltect of the building, who conduct- 
ed them on their tour, explaining tha 
various problems connected with tlM 
design and structure, 

Mr. Labelle explained that, in ad- 
dition to the Chapcli the building con- 
tains an auditorium' to seat 950, 
equipped with a stage of considerable 
size, and containing the necessary 
space and height for drop curtalnj' 
and stage settings. Adjoining this hall 
is- a large Foyer -which at times will 
be used for social gatherings. It is 
surrounded, on three sides, by. a gallery, 
making the total seating capacity about 
250, arranged around tables. 

Reinforced Concrete 
Of re-lnforced concrete construction, 
the building is faced, on the outside, 
by stone and brick, with a copper roof, 
designed to harmonize with the ex- 
isting College Buildings. At present 
the structure Is at an Interesting stage; 
the design calls for large concrete ^ 
arches to span the Chapel laterally \o ' 
avoid Interruption to vision, "nié' 
form-work into which the concrete is 
poured Is supported by maUi timber 
members of considerable size. Th« 
tops of these arches are some 43 feel i 
from the floor. 

Another interesting point, to thi 
building is the system of double cantl. ' 
levering about the concrete columns 
One. side of these cantUevers carries 
the gaUery to the auditorium, and thi 
other the foyer gallery. These and 
many other features were brought oui 
by Mr. LabeUe, who spoke of the splen- 
did spirit of co-operation shown by th« 
general contractors, The Angiln-Nor- 
cross corp. Ltd., who incidentally wéré 
instrumental In making the visit pos- 
sible. . ^
